Ho\^*ex^er, GfedhiH does not teach or suggest sn eternent ttiat serves as a key 
rotation slop; the element CSS of GledlUii is a circular aperture arsd thus carinot stop the 
"sample toot' from rotation. 

The preset}! invention on the oshci hand, includes an eieinent tor stopiiing the 
rotation of a specially shaped key. in the element of the support plate aperture and a 
protrusion extending beyond the distal end of the key that cooperate to preveiit the key 
frosTi lijrnir^g beyond a predetermirjad 3\-g\e. 

Siniiiafiy. FR "645 does not teach or suggest an elerrien? that serves as a key 
rotation stop Referring to FIGS 2 and 3 of FR '846, which ai-e split Cioas-sections, it 
appears that C -shaped channels are provided; however, as can L-?e seen in FiG.
